REMARKS 

Applicants claim priority under 35 U.S.C. § 120 to U.S. Application No. 09/881,033, 
filed June 12, 2001, which claims the benefit under 35 U.S.C. § 1 19(e) to U.S. Provisional 
Application No. 60/211, 245, filed June 12, 2000. Applicants have amended the specification 
to provide a cross reference to the above related implications. 

The specification has been amended to replace "Figure 12" on page 19, line 12, with 
"Figures 12A and 12B" and to replace "Figure 18" on page 21, line 4, with "Figures 18A and 
1 8B." The specification has been amended in order to maintain consistency with the 
submitted drawings. The originally filed drawings were corrected as required by the Notice 
of Draftsperson's Patent Drawing Review in the parent application. As the amendments to 
the specification are fully supported by the specification as originally filed, they do not 
constitute new matter. Accordingly, entry thereof is respectfiiUy requested. 

Following entry of this amendment. Claims 88-103 will be pending in the above- 
captioned patent application. The pending claims correspond to certain non-elected claims of 
the Restriction Requirement mailed on January 1 1 , 2002, in connection with parent 
Application No. 09/881,033. 

Support for Claims 88-103 can be found throughout the specification and claims as 
originally filed. In particular, support for Claims 88-92 can be found, for example, in the 
specification at page 12, lines 14-25, and page 24, lines 4-15; and in Claims 13-16, 19 and 
21-22 as originally filed. Support for Claims 93-97 can be found, for example, in the 
specification at page 12, line 27 to page 13, line 13, and at page 24, line 26 through page 25, 
line 8; and in Claims 25-28, 31, 33, 61 and 63 as originally filed. Support for Claims 98, 99 
and 100 can be found, for example, in Claims 83-85, respectively, as originally filed. 
Support for claims 101-103 can be found, for example, in the specification at page 13, line 15 
through page 14, line 4, and at page 25, line 33 through page 26, line 6. 

As Claims 88-103 are fully supported by the specification and claims as originally 
filed, they do not constitute new matter. Accordingly, Applicants respectfully request entiy 
of Claims 88-103 into the present application. 

Applicants respectfully submit that Claims 88-103 satisfy all the criteria for 
patentability and are in condition for allowance. An early indication of the same and passage 
of Claims 88-103 to issuance is therefore kindly solicited. 
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No fee is believed due in connection with this submission. However, pursuant to 
37 CFR § 1.36(a), the Commissioner is authorized to charge all required fees, fees under 
37 CFR § 1 .17 and all required extension of time fees throughout the pendency of this 
application, or credit any overpayment, to Pennie & Edmonds.
